in triumph! 
J us t n ow he is so en ter­ 
in g the capitals of the coun tries of Eu­ 
rope an d the motive power in each 
case is the same, to-wit, popular sen ti­ 
men t. 
W hen Roosevelt declin ed the 
con dition s imposed by the Vatican he 
expressed the thought of practically 
the world outside a few ecclesiastics, 
an d when after Tipple’s roarbach 
he 
can celled the reception that had been 
plan n ed for him he solidified an d con ­ 
cern rated th at thought on himself. 


In these two characteristics Roose­ 
velt is a past master, an d it therefore 
seem s to follow th at when he gets 
back to this coun try he will ascertain , 
organ ize an d direct public 
opin ion , 
provided it is of a kin d to suit him; 
otherw ise he will bide his time an d 
"saw wood” un til the
